Fur Traders Carried 500 
Miles to Nome by Aviator 
Eielson—Nine-Other Per- 

- sons Marooned Off Siber- 
ian Coast.

NEW .YORK, Nov. 16.—Six fur 


traders marooned off Cape North, 
Siberia, were rescued by airplane 
by Carl Ben Eielson, Polar explor- 
Cr and aviator, says a detailed 
communication received from Fair- 
banks, Alaska, by Graham B. Gros- 
venor, president pf the Aviation 


Alaskan representative; Eielson 
making efforts to rescue nine other 
Stranded persons. 

Previous brief telegrams from 
Eielson indicated that on the first 
flight to a ship, locked since Sep- 
tember in the frozen Arctic Ocean, 
he had returned with only ore of 
the crew and 1300 pounds of the 
$1,000,000 cargo of Siberian furs. 

Eielson’s latest report says the 
fur trading party is aboard two 
vessels instead of one and that 
there are 15 persons marooned in- 
stead of six. Word of their plight 
was conveyed to the Alaskan main- 
land by means of radio equipment 
on the larger boat, the Nanuk, 
from Seattle, Wash. Among the 
icebound voyagers is a Seattle fur 
trader named Pollister and his 
Gaughter, whose name and age 
have not yet been ascertained. 

On the first flight. 500 miles 
northwest of Nome, Elelson, flying 
a Hamilton all-metal monoplane, 
“was accompanied by Pilot Dor- 
bandt, of the Alaska Airways, in 
a Stinson monoplane. LEielson car. 
ried six persons back to Nome, 
1300 pounds of fur being trans- 
ported in Dorbandt’s plane. 

Five or six more flights from 
Fairbanks fo the ships by way of 
Nome will be necessary to remove 
the other traders and both crews, 
Elielson declared.

Bielson first achieved fame as 
pilot for Sir Hubert Wilkins on his 
Arctic flights in 1927, which were 
preparatory to their non-stop hop 
from Point Barrow, Alaska, across 
the Polar area to Spitzbergen, the 
following year. Last fall he went 
with Wilkins to Antarctica, where 
they attained further scientific 
successes with an airplane.

When word is received that a 
bear is combating law and order, 
out goes the patrol wagon to the 
scene of the trouble. It is detached 
from its wheels and a piece of 
meat placed inside, Then Bruin’s 
fondness fer meat prompts him 
to crawl inside the pipe; the trap 
door slams shut, and the ride to 
the “station” begins. The sentence, 
if the bear is caught in the inhab- 
ited portion of the park, is banish- 
ment. The animal is marked with 
a daub of-paint and taken to the 
lower part of the park. 

The Bruins are said to feel their 
disgrace so. keenly that only one 
has reappeared at the scene of the 
crime and that was a mother which 
had left a cub in the vicinity.

Hopes to Stimulate Export

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Presi- 
dent Hoover has begun the task of 


stimulating those business activ- 
ities of the country that have been 
lagging because of stock market 
trading. These activities include 
public and private construction. 

He will hold a conference next 
week of four Cabinet members, 
Chairman Legge of the Farm 
Board, and representatives of agri- 
culture, industry and labor. 

Mr.: Hoover announced this plan 
late yesterday and at the same 
time asserted that “any lack of 
confidence in the economic future 
or the basic strength of business in 
the United States is foolish.” 

Mr. Hoover has been conferring 
with business leaders during the 
last week, with regard to the’ con- 
ference, and preliminary surveys 
have been undertaken by the Com- 
merce Department. 

@hese include a resume of the 
entire field of public construction 
that can be undertaken in the com- 
ing year by the Federal Govern- 
ment, states and municipalities. A 
part.of this work has beén done, it 
is understood by a standing com- 
mittee on business conditions which 
Mr. Hoover organized several years 
ago -as Secretary of the Commerce 
Department. 

A practical step, the President 
said, “is the organizing and co-or- 
dinating of a forward movement 
of business through the revival of 
construction, the stimulation of ex- 
ports and of other legitimate busi- 
ness expansion, especially to take 
such action in concert with the use 
of our new powers to assist agricul- 
ture.” The President’s statement 
also emphasized the strong credit 
situation. 

The names of those who will at- 
tend the conference are to be an- 
nounced within the next few days, 
It is recalled that the President's 
visitors during the week have in- 
cluded Julius Barnes, chairman of 
the board of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce; Adolph 
Lewisohn, a New York financier; 
Henry J. Pierce, the president of 
several subsidiaries of the Electric 
Bond and Share Co.; Roy A. Young 
of the Federal Reserve Board and 
Matthew Woll of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

The Cabinet members who will 
attend the conference are Secre- 
taries Mellon of the Treasury De- 
partment, Hyde of the Agriculture 
Department, and Lamont and Dav- 
is of the Commerce and Labor De- 
partments. 

Approval of‘the President's step 
was expressed by President William 
Green of |the American Federation 
of Labor, Representative Tilsen of 
Connecticut, the majority leader of 
the House and Senator Pat Harri- 
son of Mississippi, a Democratic 
spokesman. Senator Borah of 
Idaho, one of the leaders of the In- 
dependent-Republican group, de- 
clined to comment. A few days 
ago he suggested an investigation 
of the causes of the recent stock 
market disturbance.

—“*A $300,000 doctor bill is entire- 
ly too much,” asserts Mrs. Katha- 
rine McCormick who on Nov. 19 
will go into Superior Court here 
flanked by some of America's lead- 
ing legal and medical talent in an 
effort to have herself named guard- 


ian of her husband, Stanley Mc- 
Cormick, 54 years old, youngest son 
of the late Cyrus Hall McCormick, 
Chicago “harvester king.” 

Opposing the wife are Cyrus Hall 
McCormick Jr., eldest son of the 
late inventor of the reaper, who 
founded the McCormick family for- 
tune conservative estimated at 
$100,000,000; Harold Fowler Mc- 
Corfnick, his ‘brother, divorced 
from Edith Rockefeller McCor- 
mick, daughter of John D. Rocke- 
feller, and in 1922 married to Gan- 
na Walska, grand opera diva, and 
Mrs. Anita McCormick Blaine, 
widow of Emmors Blaine, son of 
James G. Blaine, Republican presi- 
dential nominee.in 1884. 

The controversy which is draw-

bers of the Chamber of Commerce 


and Real Estate Exchange at Ho- 
tel Coronado last night. 

The City Asagssor and members 
of the Board d® Estimate and Ap- 
portionment were invited to the 
dinner by the tax committees of the 
Chamber and Exchange, which 
were in charge.. The purpose was, 
| by a gtudy of the Cleveland method 
of scientific assessment, to deter- 
mine whether it is the best plan 
for bringing the needed increase 
in St. Louis city revenues, now run- 
ning behind budget requirements 
by $1,000,000 a year. ; 

Mayor Miller and Assessor Geh- 
ner did not appear at the dinner. 
The Mayor's two colleagues on the 
Board of Estimate, Comptroller 
Nolte and President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen, were present. 
The Mayor and Gehner met Zan- 
gerle and talked with him briefly 
at City Hall earlier in the day. City 
Counselor Muench was at the din- 
ner. The greater part of the 560 
persons in attendance were real 
estate men, ' 

Want to increase Revenne. 

Former Judge J. Hugo Grimm, 
chairman of the mber of Cem- 
merce ‘tax committee, presided. He 
said the committee had considered 
trying for an increase in the tax 
limit for municipal purposes, by 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion, and had decided against that 
plan as taking too long and being 
too difficult and uncertain. In- 
stead. the committee favored an 
equalization of assessments, which 
it was assumed would bring a net 
increase. 

The Real Estate Exchange Tax 
Committee went on record as fa- 
voring scientific revision, but op- 
posing any blanket increase. 

Zangerle said Cleveland was the 
second city to work out a scientific 
assessment system, St. Paul having 
been the first. Other cities which 
have adopted such methods are 
Syracuse, Albany, Cambridge. 
Mass.; Denver, Detroit, San Fran- 
cisco and Chicago, the last two not 
having completed their new sys- 
tems yet. New York City has not 
adopted such a system, and the 
speaker cited round-figure assess- 
ments, such as that of exactly $17,- 
000,000 on one office building, to 
show that New York still depended 
on a guesswork method. He made 
no direct reference to the method 
prevailing in St. Louis. The Bu- 
reay of Municipal Research has 


stated that there is a wide inequal- 
ity in-assessments bere. — 

The city of Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, has adopted a pian like that’ 
of Cleveland, the speaker said; stu- 
dents from India have studied it 
is Harvard University,,;and Zan- 
gerie’s book on the slbject has 
been transiated into Japanese. 

Unit Poot Valuation. 

Telling of the beginnings of the 
Cleveland plan, Zangerie said that 
bank appraisers were consulted as 
to district valuations. A standard 
of unit feet was adopted for valu- 
ation, a unit foot being one foot 
front by a depth of 100 feet, or 
‘by the customary depth of lots in 
a given district. He showed, by 
charts, the use of the unit foot 


to a square foot or a mere front 


Maps were prepared showing 
sections of various streets with the 
unit foot value of each biock, cor- 
ner jot values belng determined by 
the values along both intersecting 
streets. Copies of the maps were 
distributed in the various neigh- 
borhoods, and neighborhood meet- 
ings were held. Committees ap- 
pointed at these meetings, he said, 
usually included real estate men 
who had been working with the As- 
sessors previously. but the neigh- 
borhood discussions had a psycho- 
logical effect. “You know.” the 
speaker remarked, “that in real 
estate valuations, as in those of 
the stock market, the psychologi- 
cal element is important.” The As- 
sessor’s job, he said, is necessar- 
ily an autocratic one, and anything 
which enlists public support is 
helpful. 

One man, and not a board should 
bear the responsibility for assess- 
ments, Zangerle said. 

When values have been estab- 
lished, manuals are prepared, 
showing the unit foot valuations 
by streets and blocks. The assess- 
ment of the most valuable down- 
town property receives general 
publicity, and helps to assure the 
public that the biggest holdings 
are paying their fair share. As a 
rule, he said, property owners, 
when their own district has been 
assessed at full value, will insist 
on full value assessment of other 
districts. 

Building valuations are fixed by 
a series of formulae, and Zangerie 
said that his office had accumu- 
lated so much material on this sub- 
fect that it was better equipped 
than any architect to determine 
the value of a given building. 
Dwellings are figured by a system 
which makes it possible for the 
owner, by reference to the city’s 
charts, to figure out his own as- 
sessment,

Another View of Twisting. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
EFERRING to Agnes Hart Corley’s 


letter on “Twisting”: 

Mrs. Corley’s statements in regard to 
» hearing which had been called are not 
quite correct, as the hearing has been 
postponed and not. “called off.” 

Mrs. Corley says there is no law -in 
any state against “twisting” unless there 
is misrepresentation shown. The National 
Chamber of Commerce has issued a very 
strong statement on this subject, from 
which I quote as follows: 

Protect your life insurance. As a 
policyholder it is essential to realize: 

1. That every life-insurance policy 
has certain definite property values 
and that every responsible life insur- 
ance company serves the policyholder 
as a protective trustee, compounding 
its investments continually for the 
benefit of its policyholders. 

2. After the original premium on a 
life insurance policy in a well-manged 
life insurance company has been paid, 
the acquisition cost for securing this 
policy has also been paid. 

3. A change in policy results in ac- 
quisition costs being paid a second 
time. The “twister” sor abstractor, 
who seeks to secure a change from 
the original policy to one in some oth- 
er company, as a rule does so for the 
sole purpose of making a commission 
for himself. 

The Insurance Commissioner of our 
State is the authority for the statement 
that “no twist is possible without mis- 
representation.” 

The following statement from one of 
the leading insurance commissioners of 
this country is very much to the point 
at this time: 7 

In life insurance circles, as in any 
ofher business, you will find the man 
who, not being capable of going out 
and getting business for himself, will 
prey upon the business of others for 
his self-aggrandizement. 

It is the common procedure of the 
twister to dissatisfy a policyholder 
with the policy which 'he possesses in | 
order that he may influence him to 
cancel the existing policy and take 
one with the twister’s company. This 
reacts to the financial loss of the man 
who has been solicited and obviously 
is of detriment to the insurer himself 
for, contrary to the general belief, 
lapses do not add to the financial 
growth of an insuring company. 

I can only plead that you retain 
your policies after you have purchased 
them against all the blandishment and 
attractive offers of these twisters until 
your policies have accomplished the 
end for which they were purchased. 
Always bear in mind that the com-., 
pany with which you are originally in- 
sured can give you any change of pol- 
icy conditions that the twister could 
give you in his own company.

all over the world. The British are disposed to think 
it impractical. Gen. Smuts, whoge labors for peace 
‘have been heroic, agrees with A. G. Gardiner, the En- 
glish journalist, that the food blockade is a weapon 
with which nations will never dispense so long as 
they fight. That is, since the outcome of war may 
be one of life or death to a nation, it is not going 
to be nice about its choice of weapons. Gen. Smuts 
thinks that what happened during the World War 
is a sufficient index to human nature, Mr. Gardiner 
thinks that to approach war from the humanitarian 
point of view isto lose time in getting to the pre- 
vention of War. | 

All this would, we think, be true enough if it were 
not for*the particular nature of the present situa- 
tion. Between them, England and the United States 
rule the seas. They will continue to do so for a long 
time to come. If they wish to enter into naval parity, 
and naval parity otherwise becomes a menace to the 
food supply of the British Isles, they have only to 
compel the rest of the world to place food on the 
noncontraband list. If;:this is to deprive nations of 
that effective weapon, which it is agreed that the 
food blockade is, these two great Powers can still 
enforce all other nations to respect their mandate 
in this respect. “If they do not respect it they would 
be placed in the position of disputing the dominant 
sea power of our time. That is something nations 


} have never been able successfully to do, and it is un- 


likely that they will ever be able to do so. If Brit- 


-|annia has ruled the waves, how much more certainly 


could Britannia and Columbia together rule it! 
We have pointed out hitherto that without the 
guarantee that the British Isles will be supplied with 
food during war the plans of Mr. Hoover and Pre- 
mier MacDonald could not possibly succeed. The 
British Navy is the most defensive in the world. Ne 
cessity may be said to have invented it. If the Brit- 
ish Navy is to admit the navy of another nation to 
equality, certainly what happened during the last 
war, when Germany reduced the 45,000,000 people of 
the British Isles to the verge of starvation, must be- 
come impossible in any war that is to follow. Great 
Britain otherwise would be abating the instinct_of 
self-preservation, something no people can afford 
to do. 
The incredulity with which Mr. Hoover’s sugges- 
tion has been greeted illustrates the basic difficulty 
of all disarmament. It proposes interdependence to 
a world in which nations have heretofore been in- 
dependent. It is not strange, therefore, that the 
world should think it impossible. It has always been 
so with new things falling upon unaccustomed ears.

I don’t know what to do with you. That is one 
of the troubles with this law—it corfupts men, 
women and children. 

Judge Faris fined Mrs. Cohen $1000 and stayed $300 | 
of the fine upon good behavior. The case is only 
such as come before every Federal Judge almost every 
day while courts are in session. Penalties vary ac- 
carding to the temperaments of the Judges. In the 
Western District of Arkansas several women who 
sold liquor have been sent to the Federal prison for 
women at Alderson, W. Va. One of these women is 
the mother of 16 children. 

“It corrupts men, women and children.” That is 
what one Federal Judge thinks of this sumptuary 
law, and it is what many other KHederal Judges in the 
country think of it. They have watched its opera- 
tion. For 10 years they have seen men, women and 
children corrupted by a law which was designed to 
make the people better, 
better? Here is the testimony of Franklin Chase 
Hoyt, Presiding Justice of the New York Children’s 


I feel that I am conservative in stating that 
today more than 50 per cent of the: neglected 
children, with whom we have to deal, are 
brought before our court because of the intem- 
perance of their parents. This percentage, I be- 
lieve, is just as high, if not higher, than it was 
when I first became connected with the court a 
number of years before the passage of the 
eighteenth amendment. ... As I have already 
pointed out, prohibition has not had the slightest 
result, in my judgment, in reducing delinquency 
nor in eliminating the causes of neglect. 

Time will no doubt rationalize this situation. It 
did so when the alien and sedition acts were passed 
in the 1790s, and it did so when the fugitive slave 
acts were passed in the 1850s. That folly which 
thinks to make the people better by compulsion, so 
“corrupts men, women and children,” and “has not 
the slightest result in reducing neglect of children 
by delinquent parents,” will run its course as al] 
fevers do. When that time comes the country can

This will not bring back the old steainboat- 
ing days, but it will open a 2000-mile wa- 
terway between Pittsburg and New Or- 
leans to motor barges which can carry bulk 
freight at less than half its cost when 
shipped by rail.

We are not hopeful of the revival of ° 


canals in this country in the near future, 


successful as they are known to be abroad. 


The railroads killed the canals and they 
are probably strong enough to prevent their 
revival on a successful basis. The inpossi- 
bility ,of obtaining favorabie routing ar- 
rangements with the railroads probably is 
the chief cause of the failure of New 
York State's barge canal to live up to the 
expectations’ of its sponsors, although Gov. 
Roosevelt pointed out the other day that 
the tonnage on that waterway had in- 
creased 60 per cent In the last five years. 


Although canals themseives do not now 
present a happy prospect, the outlook is 
more hopeful for the development of our 
great river and take systems, which are 
extensive enough to have a great measure of 
independence.

EALOUSY is, then, in the high- 
J est sense never justified. Often, 

* in the divorce court sense, it 
is not justified—not at the begin- 
ning, anyway. The jealous person 
may create his or her unhappiness 
out of whole cloth; reading false 
implications in the most innocent 
words, glances, acts. 

Watching the morbid mental 
functioning of the super-suspicious 
husband or wife, an observer often 
wonders if jealousy should even be 
dignified with the name of emo- 
tion—if it is not simply a patho- 
logical perversity. 

There's a lesson for all jealous 
married folk in “Atmosphere of 
Love,” Andre Maurois’ brilliantly 
analytic new novel. Twice over in 
this small volume the superb biog- 
rapher of the poet Shelley shows 
how unrestrained, unreasoning 
jealousy can wreck the happiest 
union. 

Philippe, the hero of Maurois, 
loves and is loved by the super- 
ficial but charming Odile. They 
are hardly married when there be- 
gins his all-absorbing jealousy of 
her friends, her interests, her sim- 
ple daily pursuits during his ab- 
sence. He himself, tong after, is 
honest enough in his analysis of 
the causes of his jealousy. 

“First,” he says, “there was my 
great love for Odile and the natural 
desire that I had to keep for my- 
self every particle of the precious 
fabric of Odile’s. life; her words, 
her smiles, her looks. But this de- 
sire could not have been the chief 
cause, for when I had Odile all to 
myself she complained that,I 
seemed much more absorbed in my 
books and thoughts than in her. 
It was only when she was free to 
be with others that I clamored to 
have her to myself. This desire 


was rooted more in vanity than in ; 


anything else.”

He 
was always patient with me in his 
answers. I said to myself that 
under similar circumstances he had 
been more forbearing with Odile 
than I was with him.”

The committee's récent call to a 
meeting on “the tribute plan of 
Paris and the responsibility of Ger- 
man womanhood” so packed the 
former Prussian House of Lords 
with nationalist women that an 
overflow meeting had to be hastily 
arranged in a neighboring hall. 

Frau Beda Prilipp, presiding of- 
ficer of the “ring of nationalist 
women,” told the meeting t 
“now ‘in this time of official r- 
ism, we German women must hold 
together.” 

“In spite of all terror and all op- 
position, nationalist Germans will 
build up a third empire of the Ger- 
mans,’" prophesied Frau Katherine 
Hertwig, member of the Prussian 
diet, adding that “the voice of the 
German people must be heard” on 
the Dawes and Young plans.

Young plan referendum was sum- 
marily dismissed by other speakers 
as “surely a misunderstanding.”
